fAJOR NAPIER, the historian of WELLING TON’s 
iii campaigns, says of small-arms, “It is the mus- 
ket that wastes the field of battle.” The dest small- 
arm will in the future be decisive of campaigns and 
battles. It is then of paramount importance to 
this and all other governments that the most effec- 
tive military small-arm should be in the hands of 
their armies, and that their arsenals should be 
stacked and stored with the same arm for their 
reserves and militia. Our Government has at dif- 
ferent times invited the inventors of the country 
to produce before able and competent Boards of 
experienced officers their improved arms, and the 
trials of all the different systems have been 
thorough and sure; and yet no decisive results 
have been attained, and no one arm has been pro- 
Lounced the dest, and adopted. 

It must be presumed that we are waiting for 
something better to “‘ turn up,” but there is danger 
that too long a delay will give to other goy- 
ernments, that may adopt our improved arms, 
great advantages in case of war. It is possible that 
there will be no end to progress and improvement 
in breech-loading arms, yet to any one familiar 
with breech-loading arms, and knowing the skill 
and ingenuity that have been given to their con- 
struction, as a specialty, it becomes a question 
whether the mechanical genius of the country, so 
far as improvement in this specialty is concerned, 
is not exhausted, and whether anything substantial- 
ly better than we have now will hereafter be pro- 
duced. All that seems to remain is to select the 
best among the several remarkably good arms that 
are offered. 

The new breech-loader of General B. S. Ro- 
BERTS, recently examined by us, certainly merits 
especial attention. The principal features of this 
hew arm are nearly identical with his plan and 
system for the transformation of old muzzle-load- 
ing arms into breech-loading. The new gun is, 
more properly speaking, the RoBEerTs system per- 
fected. In making a new gun, the opportunity 
was Offered of applying the mechanical parts of 
the system, so as to operate the arm with more 
ease, and to give strength to pieces in a new ar- 
rangement that could not, for want of space in the 
system of transformation, be made of the propor- 
tions for necessary solidity and strength for mili- 
tary purposes. 

General Roperts, as an Army officer of nearly 
two-score years’ experience, has had unusual op- 
portunities for understanding the kind of arm re- 
quired for the soldier. He has studied simplicity, 
solidity, and safety ; and has at the same time sought 
to secure the utmost rapidity of fire. He has reduc- 
ed the operation of loading and firing to four short, 
quick, and safe motions, and can dischargetwenty 
shots per minute from the shoulder. He has so 
automatonized the mechanics of his gun that it 
may almost be said to work itself. He has made

it so secure against premature discharge, that acci- 
He has fewer and 
stronger pieces than any other breech-loader yet 
invented. Nine pieces constitute his lock and all 
the breech-loading plan. Every piece is large and 
strong, and they work together on articulated 
joints, avoiding wholly the use of screws and pins, 
or any other pieces liable to be lost or broken. The 
plan of the gun is wholly novel—a system of artic- 
ulated levers, so joined by circular joints as to op- 
erate each other, and yet when in position for fir- 
{ing to have all the solidity and strength of a single 
piece. Three levers work together, and constitute 
the entire breech-loading parts. A lever catch 
holds the lever breech-plug in its bed, and is artic- 
ulated strongly on the rear of the long arm of the 
plug. ‘The office of this ‘ catch” is to prevent ac- 
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cidental opening of the chamber. Raising it 
smartly ejects the cartridge shell after firing by a 
positive strong force taking effect at the short arm 
of the lever plug. The cartridge ejector is a lever 
so shaped as to have a strong shoulder, when the 
force is applied, and tapered into a spring from this 
shoulder so as to throw the breech-plug so far back 
into its bed as to hold the cartridge in its chamber 
when inserted. Cocking the gun brings all the 
pieces of the breech-attachment safely and securely 
home to their places of firing. The main piece of 
the breech-plug moves in a solid circular shoulder 
at the base of the barrel, the centre of the shoulder 
being the exact prolongation of the axis of the gun, 
so that the force of the gases has no tendency to 
move the plug out of its solid bed. The front end 
of this plug, that rests square and solidly against 
the base of the cartridge, is transversely articu- 
lated on the main plug by 2 circular joint, and has 
play enough around its transverse axis to allow 
the plug to fall below the axis of the gun, when 
the lever is thrown up after firing. Below that 


axis it draws to the rear, so that the plug has full 
play from the top of the barrel to the bottom. By 
this lever system of mechanics all the pieces con- 
stituting the breech-attachment of this gun are 
strong and substantial, without a screw or pin, or 








any small piece to be broken or lost. The articu- 
lating plan of joints avoids the use of pins, screws, 
or any small or weak pieces. 

Another advantage of the Roserts gun is that 
he tapers his chamber its entire length, and manu- 
factures his cartridges with a corresponding taper 
their entire length. In this way he easily ejects 
the discharged cartridge shell, and is not delayed 
in uniform rapidity of fire by the sticking of the 
discharged cartridge in the chamber. The centre- 
fire cartridge of his system is his own invention, 
and he has an independent patent both for his car- 
tridges and the machine for tapering them. He 
uses, too, a new and improved bullet of his own in- 
vention, increasing the range, strength and pre- 
cision of fire of this new arm. 


| 
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Three short and quick motions operate the load- 
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ing and firing. Throwing up the lever ejects the 
cartridge shell. Inserting the cartridge and cock- 
ing prepares the gun for firing. The gun must be 
full cocked before the centre firing pin can be 
brought into place to reach the fulminate. The act 
of cocking the gun, and no other act, can bring the 
breech-plug into its firing position.” ‘Premature 
discharge is impossible. The lock, if lock it can 
be called, is perhaps the greatest novelty in this 
arm. It consists of three pieces only, and has nei- 
ther a screw nor pin to put them together. The 
cock, the trigger, and a double main-spring of 
great strength, are the three pieces. The two ends 
of the double spring are set against and held into 
the cock and trigger on shoulders, so operating the 
force of the spring against the cock and trigger 
that they serve as the “sear” and “tumbler” im 
the old gun lock. The lock occupies very small 
space centrally in the rear of the chamber. The cock 
is slotted through the rear handle of the lever, and 
its head delivers a strong blow in a direction that 
forces the firing pin directly forward, insuring un- 
erring certainty of fire. The gun stock is uninter- 
rupted in itsentire length, and is in no place weak- 
ened by being cut to insert pieces of metal, and

IN accordance with special orders Headquarters De- 
partment of Louisiana, the Nineteenth and ‘Twenty- 
eighth regiments of infantry will be consolidated with 
as little delay as possible. The consolidation having 
been effected, the Colonel of the regiment will report to 
the Department Commander the names of all officers 
thereby rendered supernumerary, for his orders in each 
case. The post of Fort Smith, Arkansas, having been 
taken out of this command and transferred to the De- 
partment of the Missouri, the companies of the Nine. 
teenth Infantry, now at that post, will be withdrawn 
and proceed to such points, as in the course of consolida- 
tion, the Commanding General, District of Arkansas, 
may direct. Upon the departure of the battalion of the 
First Infantry from Greenville Barracks, La., Company 
G, Sixth Cavalry, will take post at that point. 





To carry out the requirements of General Orders No. 
17, current series, from the Headquarters of the Army, 
the following movements and changes of troops will 
take place in the Department of the Cumberland, as soon 
as practicable: The posts of Lexington, Danville and 
Bowling Green, Kentucky, will be discontinued. The 
companies of the Second Infantry, at Lexington and 
Danville, will proceed to Taylor Barracks, Louisville, 
and report to their regimental commander. On the ar- 
rival of the above-named companies, the Second Infan- 
try will proceed to Atlanta, Georgia ; Company E, at 
Bowling Green, will join the regiment as it is en route. 
One half of Company D, Forty-fifth Infantry, with one 
officer, now at Jeffersonville, Indiana, will proceed to 
Taylor Barracks and occupy that post, relieving the Sec- 
ond Infantry. The post of Memphis, Tennessee, will be 
discontinued, and the headquarters and companies of the 
Twenty-fifth Infantry, at that post, will proceed to At- 
lanta, Georgia. The commanding officer and companies 
of the Twenty-fifth Infantry, at Paducah, Kentucky, and 
the companies of the Twenty-fifth Infantry at Columbus, 
Kentucky, Union City and Humboldt, Tennessee, will, 
when relieved, proceed to Atlanta, Georgia. The com- 
manding officer of the Forty-fifth Infantry will select two 
companies and four officers from the post of Nashville, 
and direct them to proceed to the following posts and 
relieve the Twenty-fifth Infantry now occupying them, 
as follows: one half of a company and one officer to each 
of the posts of Paducah, Kentucky, Columbus, Kentucky, 
Union City, Tennessee, and Humboldt, Tennessee. 





A LONG report was received at St. Louis, April 2d, from 
General Custer, detailing his operations in the field after 
breaking camp at Medicine Bluffs. The first sign of 
Indians was discovered on the 13th of March, and the 
whole command, numbering 1,500 men, moved forward 
rapidly, making daily marches of two or three times as 
long as those of the Indians. The tents were burned 
and all the blankets, except one’ per man, and all the 
surplus clothing shared the same fate. On the 15th they 
reached a camp, the ground of which had been aban- 
doned only two days. At the same time a herd of 
ponies, in charge of two Indians, was discovered. Gen- 
eral Custer determined to capture the herd, but after 
proceeding two miles, saw the Indians partly concealed 


eight of them came out, from whom Custer learned that 
260 Cheyenne lodges were encamped within ten or 
twelve miles, 200 of which were directly in front of 
small streams, Medicine Arrow, Chief of the Cheyennes, 
and-several other noted chiefs then rode up. Among 
the 200 lodges were those of the “ Dog Soldiers ”—the 
most mischievous, blood-thirsty and barbarous band of 
Indians that infest the Plains. General Custer first de- 
termined to attack this villainous lot, when he discovered 
the Cheyennes held two white female captives—Mrs. 
Morgan and Miss White. He concluded not to do so, at 
least till he had these women out of the hands of the 
savages. He therefore went. with Medieine Arrow to his 
lodge in the centre of the village. Before entering the 
village he preceived great excitement, and noticed every- 
thing was prepared for fight. The General thinks, had 
he then been compelled to attack them with his fatigued 
troops, he could not have effected more than a capture of 
their lodges. He ordered the arrest of Chiefs “Big 
Head ” and “ Dull Knife,” intending to hold them under 
guard as hostages for the white women captives. After 
considerable parleying, and only when the rope and 
tree were chosen, did the Indians deliver up the captives. 
The story of their treatment told by tle captives is of 
such barbarous cruelties and enormous indignities that it 
is wondrous that civilized beings could have endured it 
and survived. The Indians express themselves heartily 
sick of war and are willing to go tothat part of the 
country which has been designated for them. The Gen- 
eral did not lose a single man of his command. He con- 
cludes the report with the following words: “I now 
hold captive the Cheyenne chiefs as hostages for the 
good behavior of their tribes and for the fulfilment of 
the promise of the latter to come in and conform to the 
demands of the Government. This I consider is the end 
of the Indian war.” We give this interesting report in 
full elsewhere. 





Ir appearing that the organization of civil government

Lakes. ‘the Commanding General desires to express 
his regret at parting with Brevet Major Tyler, who has 
in the varied requirements of his office exbibited great 
ability and efficiency. First Lieutenant William Atwood, 
Nineteenth Infantry, is, in addition to his present duties, 
assigned to duty as Acting Assistant Adjutant-General of 
the District. 

IN relinquishing command of the Department of Louis- 
iana to Brevet Major-General Joseph A. Mower, U. 8. 
Army, Brevet Major-General Buchanan avails himself of 
the opportunity to express his kind feeling toward the 
troops of that command, and his best wishes for their fu- 
ture prosperity ; also,to return thanks to the officers 
composing his staff, more especially to his two Adju- 
tants-General, Brevet Brigadier-General Thomas H. | 
Neill, U. S. Army, and Captain George Baldey, Thirty- | 
ninth Infantry, aide-de-camp ; and to Brevet Lieutenant- | 
Colonel B. B. Keeler, captain Thirty-ninth Infantry, late | 
Seeretary for Civil Affairs, Fifth Military District, and | 
Acting Judge-Advocate of the Department, for the ac- | 
tive, zealous, and intelligent manner in which they have 
at all times performed the important duties devolving 
upon them. 

In the case of Second Lieutenant Smith J. Gurney, | 
Forty-fifth U. S. Infantry, sentenced by a General Court- ; 
martial “ to refund to the United States one hundred and | 
five dollars, or be imprisoned until such time as that 
amount shall be refunded, and to be cashiered,” which 
sentence was commuted as follows: “That he, Second 
Lieutenant Smith J. Gurney, Forty-fifth Infantry, shall 
be placed at the foot of the list of second lieutenants, 
forfeiting all rank and claims and privileges arising 
from services rendered previous to the date of the pro- 
mulgation of this sentence, and that the portion relating 
toimprisonment be remitted; his pay will be stopped 
until he has refunded to the United States one hundred 
and five dollars,” as promulgated in General Court-mar- 
tial Orders No. 21, Headquarters of the Army, Adju- 
tant-General’s Office, June 9, 1868, the unexecuted por- 
tionof the sentence, as commuted, is remitted. 











THE Spanish man-of war Quintin arrived in the har- 
bor of Havana, Monday, April 5th, with the steamer 
Comandatario. The steamer was recaptured at Stirrup 
Key. The Cubans had left the vessel and taken refuge 
onshore. Of the crew four firemen have been brought 
here prisoners, and a Spanish war steamer has two other 
prisoners. It is stated that two of the Cubans were 
drowned while attempting to escape from the Vomanda- 
tario. A British man of-war has sailed to overhaul the 
schooner which received the merchandise from the steam- 
er Comandatario while the latter was in the hands of 
the rebels.

On the morning of the 2d _inst., my command, com- 
posed of eleven troops of the Seventh U.S. Cavalry, and 
ten troops of the Nineteenth Kansas Cavalry, left its 


jcamp on Medicine Bluff Creek, about thirty miles due 


south from Fort Cobb. My course was via Camp Radzi- 
minski, mouth of Elk Creek, to a point on the North 
Fork of Red River, a few miles above the mouth of Salt 
Creek. Here I divided my command into two columns. 
Selecting about eight hundred of the most effective men 
from both regiments, I directed Brevet Lieutenant-Col- 
onel Myers, Seventh Cavalry, to proceed in command of 
the remainder and surplus train upthe North Fork, and 
across to a point on the Washita, near the late battle 
ground, and there await further orders. 

With that portion of the command selected for the 
purpose, I left our camp on the North Fork on the morn- 
ing of the 6th instant, and marched due west, striking 
the Salt Fork after a few hours’ march, About noon we 
struck a fresh trail of a single lodge and fourteen animals 
heading up the Salt Fork. Taking up the pursuit we 
followed the trail three days and one night, and on the 
afternoon of the third day surprised the party we were 
pursuing, while seeking shelter from an approaching 
storm, capturing their lodge, cooking utensils, provisions, 
and eleven of their ponies, the party, which consisted of 
nine Cheyennes, barely making their escape into one of 
the many ravines near by. ‘This was one of the small 
parties which the Cheyennes had sent to the vicinity of 
our camps on Medicine Bluff Creek to observe and re- 
port our inovements, and was then on its way to the 
main village to report that we were again on the move. 
The point at which the capture was made was in Texas, 
on a small fresh water tributary of Salt Fork. 

On the morning of the 9th we moved in a westerly 
direction ; marched all day, but were unable to find 
water, and were forced to make a dry camp on the 
prairie. Before daylight next morning we resumed the 
march, changing our course to the south, and by noon 
reached camp on Middle Fork, a stream which, on some 
maps, is designated as Gypsum Creek. 

On the following morning we moved toward the south- 
west, crossing Mulberry Creek. Our march was contin- 
ued until we came in sight of the banks of the main Red 
River. Here we discovered the trail of one lodge lead- 
ing north-west. The trail was nearly one month old, but 
with the hope that it would lead to others, we took it up 
and before pursuing it many miles had the satisfaction 
of seeing the trail increased by that of eleven lodges, all 
about the same time. 

That night we encamped on the head-waters of Mul- 
berry Creek, occupying the ground selected for the same 
purpose by the Indians. From this point the trail led 
northward, Notwithstanding the trail was very old, I 
felt confident that with due precautions, and knowing 
the lazy manner in which Indians moved when not pur- 
sued, we could overhaul them, or at least get very near 
them, before our proximity was discovered. Thanks to 
their superior geographical knowledge I was not troubled 
by routes, water or camping grounds. The trail led us 
by easy marches to good water, plenty of timber, and 
the best camping grounds that could be selected. 

On the morning of the 12th the pursuit was resumed. 
Early in the day the trail was found to be enlarged by 
the addition of forty-two lodges, and before night about 
as many more joined, making the trail one of over a hun- 
dred lodges, and so plain that we could follow it at a gal- 
lop, could our horses have kept up the gait. That night 
we encamped on Middle Fork. 

The morning of the 18th we observed fresher signs of 
Indians than we had yet seen, indicating that they had 
left the Middle Fork not more than a week previous, 
This will be understood when it is known that in the 
ordinary manner of moving the village remains from 
three days to a week in each camp, and then moves but 
about ten miles before making another camp. 

We moved without delay, and one of our marches 
equalled two or three made by the Indians. As the trail 
grew warmer it became necessary to adopt additional 
precautions to insure success. No bugle calls or dis- 
charges of fire-arms were permitted. Fires were lighted 
after dark and covered with earth before daylight. ‘l'ents 
were burned, and all blankets in excess of one per man, 
and all clothing, shared the same fate. 

Daily the pursuit was continued until the morning of 
the 15th, when we reached a camp ground on the North 
Fork which had been abandoned only two days before. 
Encouraged by the prospect, we pressed forward, and by 
noon the advance had made twenty miles. 

Hard Robe, the war chief of the Osages, and who at 
this moment was running the trail, discovered, about one 
| mile in advance, a herd of forty or fifty ponies, grazing 
| and herded by two Indians. The latter discovered us at 
ithe same time, and drove the herd rapidly in the direc- 
| tion of a timber stream which could be seen some two or 
| three miles beyond. 
| Jatonce sent orders back to the column, which was 
| still a considerable distance in the rear, to close up at a 
| rapid gait. ' 

The deep sand and the exhausted condition of horses 
'and men prevented this being done promptly. I was 
| uncertain as to whether the village was in our front, or 
| whether the herd seen driven off was merely on the 
|move. If tie latter, desiring to effect its capture, I ad- 

vanced with the few men then in front in the direction 
taken by the herd. After proceeding about two miles, 
| Indians could be seen in front, partially concealed be- 
hind the sand hills, and watching our movements. Tak- 
ing my orderly with me, I advanced to learn their char- 
acter and intentions. . After considerable signalling and 
parleying, eight Indians came forward to meet me. 


From them I learned that the entire Cheyenne tribe, 
numbering two huudred and sixty lodges, was encamped 
at different points within ten or fifteen miles from where 
we then were. A few moments afterward thirty or forty 
Indians rode up to us, including Medicine Arrow, the 
head chief of the Cheyennes and several other noted 
chiefs of the same tribe. From the latter I learned that 
over two hundred lodges were encamped on the stream 
directly in our front, the remainder, under Little Robe, 
being some ten or fifteen miles lower down. 

Included in the two hundred lodges were nearly all 
the lodges belonging to the Dog Soldiers, the most mis- 
chievous, blood-thirsty and barbarous band of Indians 
that infest the Plains. 


Here, then, was the opportunity we had been seeking, 
to administer a well-merited punishment to the worst of 
all Indians. My intentions were formed accordingly, 
and as I rode with Medicine Arrow in the direction of 
the village, I made my plans for surrounding the village 
and attacking as soon as the troopscame up. I did not 
pursue this course, however, and for the following rea- 
sons: On my way to the village I learned that the two 
white women captured in Kansas last autumn—one, Mrs. 
Morgan, on the Solomon ; the other, Miss White, on the 
Republican—were then held captive in the Cheyenne 
village. lt was then out of the question to assume a 
hostile attitude, at least until the captives were in our 
possession, or untilevery peaceable means for their recov- 
ery had been exhausted. The opening of our attack 
would have been the signal for their murder by their 
captors, as we very well knew. I therefore determined 
to encamp my command, as soon as it arrived, near the 
village. In the meantime I accompained Medicine Arrow 
to his lodge in the centre of his village, where all the 
principal chiefs and the medicine man of the tribe soon 
assembled. 


Before entering the village Il observed the greatest ex- 
citement prevailed ; the entire herd was collected ; the 
squaws had everything except their lodges packed, and 
their ponies were saddled ready for a precipitate flight. 
So that, had my intention to attack been carried out, it 
is doubtful whether, with the timely warning they had 
received, and considering the jaded condition of my ani- 
mals, we could at that time have inflicted any very seri- 
ous injury beyond the capture of their lodges. The re- 
covery of the captive white women was now my first ob- 
ject. The squaws and children remained seated upon 
their ponies, until the troops approached the village, 
when their fears, coupled with the remembrance of the 
crimes of the tribe and their deserved punishment, got 
the better of them, and, like a herd of frightened sheep, 
old and young squaws, papooses, ponies and mules, 
started in the direction of Little Robe’s village, abandon- 
ing to us their lodges and poles, and immense numbers 
of camp kettles, robes, shields and ponies. I ordered my 
men not to firs upon the fugitives, but caused four of 
their principal men, two of them noted chiefs of the Dog 
Soldiers—* Big Head” and“ Dull Knife”—to be seized 
and held under guard, intending through them to com- 
pel the release of the two white women. At the same 
time, to prevent the Cheyennes from breaking up into 
small parties and renewing hoatilities, | sent word to 
them to return and take their lodges with them, adding 
that if they would all agree to encamp near Little Robe 
and his band, I would not permit their abandoned vil- 
lage to be disturbed until the lodges had been removed. 

‘his proposition was generally accepted. I then sent 
a runner to Little Robe, who was well known to me, and 
whose influence with his tribe was great, to come and 
see ne, promising him safe passport back to his village. 
He accepted my invitation, came to my camp, and after 
along talk promised to use his influence for the best. No 
promise to deliver up the captives into our hands with- 
out the payment of a large ransom could be obtained. I 
was determined to secure their release, and that uncon- 
ditionally, and thereby discourage the custom of ransom- 
ing’captives from Indians, which is really nothing more 
or less than offering the latter a premium upon every 
captive. 

To obtain a better camp, and at the same time accom- 
plish my purpose, I told Little Robe I would change my 
camp the following day, moving in the: direction of his 
village, but that I had no desire to approach its immedi- 
ate vicinity, and that, after my arrival in camp, if he and 
the other chiefs would visit me I would talk witb them. 

On the evening of the second day a chief who had ac- 
companied Little Robe the first day, came to my camp 
to learn what I had to say, and to procure, if possible, 
the release of the chiefs and warriors held by me. No 
satisfactory statement cculd be gotten from him regard- 
ing the return of the white women or the intentions of 
thechiefs. I, therefore, determined not to be put offany 
longer, and told him we had then waited three days for 
them to give us the white women, and had obtained no 
satisfactory response ; that I should wait one day longer, 
but if by sunset the following day the white women 
were not delivered up, [ would hang to a tree, which 
was there designated, three of the men held captive by 
me (the fourth one having been sent as a runner to Lit- 
tle Robe), and that the following day I would follow and 
attack the village. With this message the chief de- 
parted. The next day was one of no little anxiety to all, 
and to none more than to the three captive Cheyennes 
whom I certainly intended to hang if their people failed 
to accede to our demands. The ropes were ready, and 
the limb selected, when, about three o’clock P. M., asmall 
party of Indian warriors were seen approaching camp. 
‘They halted on a knoll about one mile distant, while one 
of their number came forward with the welcome intelli- 
gence that the women were with them and would be 
given up; but this was coupled with the proposition 
that I should exchange the three men, or two of them, 
for the women. This was refused, and the return of the 
women demanded at once, and unconditionally. A re- 
luctant assent to this was given, The Indians, however, 
feared to come inside of our lines. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Moore and Majors Jones and Jenkins were, therefore, de- 
tailed to go out and receivethem. Officers and men as- 
sembled near the outposts to welcome two of their own 





people to freedom from a bondage more horrible than 
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death, More than one voice faltered with emotion, and 
many eyes dimmed with tears, as all crowded around the 
rel captives and tendered heartfelt congratulations 
upon their release. Both the latter belong to highly re- 
spectable families; both are young, Miss White being 
about 18 and Mrs. Morgan about 24. The story of their 
captivity and of their treatment by their captors, is a re- 
cital of such barbarous cruelties and enormous indigni- 
ties, that it is surprising that civilized beings could en- 
dure them and still survive. After conversing with the 





teleased captives, | waa confirmed in my opinion regard- 
ing the propriety of not attacking the village. The In- 
dians had expressed their determination to kill them, | 
had the attack been made. 

Many interesting facts were elicited from Mrs. Mor- | 
gan and Miss White. It seems that prior to the battle 
of the Washita, where we captured so many of their 
women and children, the Indians subjected their two 
captives to the most cruel treatment, frequently beating 
them in the most savage manner. Since that battle they 
have never given them a blow. 

In passing through their deserted camps we, on sever- 
al occasions, discovered the remains of carcasses of ponies 
and mules cut in such a manner as to indicate that they 
had been eaten by the Indians. This belief was strength 
ened by the fact that no buffalo or recent signs of buffalo 
were observed anywhere along the route pursued by the 
Indians, our operations during the winter having forced 
them beyond the buffalo range. Such we know to be 
the fact. 

Both the released captives state the entire tribe is in 
a state of actual starvation, and for weeks have sub- 
sisted entirely on the flesh of their mules and ponies 
which have died from exhaustion ; that often the allow- 
ance to each person for one week was not sufiicient for 
one meal, The supply of meat provided for their winter 
wants having been exhausted long ago, and having eat- 
en nearly all their dogs. Their ponies are more than 
ordinarily poor, as, fearing a surprise or attack by us, 
they have kept them tied close to their lodges instead of 
grazing them as usual. These are some of the results 
of our winter campaign. 

After obtaining the release of the two white women, I 
moved my command up the stream twelve miles to the 
vicinity of the deserted Indian village, the lodge poles 
furnishing us fuel for our nightencampment. My com- 
mand in this way burned up the poles of upward of two 
hundred lodges, besides these the Indians lost much of 
their camp furniture and many buffalo robes and ponies. 
We captured a considerable number of ponies, bows, ar- 
rows, shields and fire-arms. 

Little Robe and the other chiefs with whom I have 
conversed, express themselves heartily sick of war, and 
declare their intention of making their way to the point 
which has been designated, and there submit themselves 
to the decision of the government authorities. 

Aside from procuring the release of the two women 
held captive by the Cheyennes—being the only captives 
now held by hostile tribes in this department, a result 
of itself more than compensating this command for all 
it has been called upon to endure—we have penetrated 
every haunt frequented by the five tribes which were 
lately hostile. We row know their accustomed routes 
and hiding places. We have taught the Indians that 
they are safe from us in no place and at no season ; and 
also, what some of our people may doubt—that the white 
man can endure the inclemencies of winter better than 
can the Indian. 


Much of the country over which we have marched, 
has been little or incorrectly known. This uncertainty 
no longer exists. ‘There are many officers in this com- 
mand who, without guides, can conduct an expedition 
from Red River to the Platte, and encamp on a fresh 
water stream each night. ‘Tbe point at which we found 
the Cheyenne village, was in Texas, on the Sweetwater, 
about ten miles west of the State line. 

Before closing my report, I desire to call the attention 
of the Major-General commanding, to the unvarying 
good conduct of this command since it undertook this 
march, We started with all the rations and forage that 
could be obtained, the whole of which were not suffi- 
cient for the time we have already been out. 

First, it became necessary to reduce the amount to 
half rations ; afterward a still greater reduction was nec- 
essary, and to-night most of my men made their suppers 
from the flesh of mules that had died to-day from starva- 
tion, on the march. Whencalled upon to move in light 
marching order, they abandoned tents and blankets 
without a murmur, although much of the march has 
been made during the prevalence of the severest winter 
weather I have ever experienced in this latitude. The 
horses and mules of this command have subsisted, day 
alter day, upon nothing but cotton-wood bark. Amid all 
these privations, the officers and men maintained a most 
cheerful spirit, and I know not which to admire most, 
their gallantry in battle, or the patient and unwavering 
perseverance and energy with which they have with- 
stood the many disagreeable phases of their campaign. 

As the term of the service of the Nineteenth Kansas 
cavalry is approaching its termination, and I may not 
again have the satisfaction of commanding them during 
active operations, I desire to commend them, officers 
and men, to the favorable notice of the commanding 
General. Serving on foot, they have marched in a man- 
ner and at a rate that would put some ofthe regular 
regiments of infantry to the blush. Instead of crying 
out for empty wagons to transport them, each morning 
every man marched with his .roops, and—what might 
be taken asan example by some of the line oflicers of 
the regular infantry—company officers marched regular- 
ly on foot at the head of their respective companies. And 
now when approaching the termination of a march of 
over 300 miles on greatly deficient rations, I have yet to 
see the first straggler. 

In obtaining the release of the captive white women, 
and that, too, without ransom or the loss of a single 
man, the men of my command, and particularly. those of 
the Nineteenth Kansas, who were called into service 
owing tothe murders and depredations of which the 

capture of these women formed a part, feel more fully 








repaid for the hardships they have endured, than if they 
had survived an overwhelming victory over the In- 
dians. 

Had my supplies not been exhausted, I would have 
moved against the Cheyennes after recovering the two 
women, but prudential reasons forbade it. As it is, I 
now hold the captive Cheyenne chiefs as hostage for the 
good behavior of the tribe, and for the fulfilment of the 
promise of the latter to come in and conform to the de- 
mands of the government. This I consider as the ter- 
mination of the Indian war. Respectfully submitted.

Captains will select from the non-commissioned officera, mn- 
sicians, ete., of the consolidated companies, the number authorized, 
to wit: six sergeants, eight corporals, two musicians, two artificers, 
one wagoner, and discharge the supernumeraries of these grades, 
unless they choose to remain as privates. Company records, com- 
pany funds and all company property will be turned over with the 
companics to which they belong to the captains of the new compa- 
nies to which they are transferred. 

‘The regimental colors, funds, library and all regimental property 
of the present Thirtieth Infantry will be turned over to Lieutenant- 
Colonel Potter, Fourth Infantry, for ultimate transfer to head- 
quarters Fourth Infantry.

General Orders, No. 30. 


The following regulations have been received from tne War De- 
partment and are published for the government of all concerned: 

I. The number of clerks and messengers allowed to ihe Head- 
quarters of Military Divisions and Departments ont of the General 
Service recruits, as prescribed in General Orders No. 92, of Novem- 
ber 4, 1868, will be reduced so that from the Istof July next they 
will not exceed. ten in the aggregate, all of whom will be rated as 
clerks and allowed the extra pay and commutations prescribed for 
“clerks.” 

IL. Tne aggregate number of hired citizens employed ,by the 
Quartermaster’s Department, whether rated as clerks, teamstera, 
mechanics or laborers, will be reduced as rapidly as pogsible, so that 
by the Ist of July, 18€9, and thereafter, they will not exceed four 
thousand in the aggregate. The Quartermaster-General will dis- 


, 


tribute this number to the several departments according to the 
number of troops therein, or according to the work to be done; and 
when any necessity arises for a special number of hired men in ex. 
cess of the above number, he will submit the case for the orders of 
the President. 

III. The Commanding Generals of Military Divisions and De. 
partments will cause thorongh inspections to be made as to the 
number of officers drawing commutation for fuel and quarters, and 
will reduce the number as much as possible. All officers and troops 
should be quartered in the regular forts and barracks belonging to 
the United States whenever it be possible, and when the barracks 
are inadequate for all military purposes they may submit p'ans and 
estimates for new or enlarged barracks, with a view to uccommodate 
in public buildings the Army on its present standard. 

1V. In like manner the Commandirg Generals of Divisions and 
Departments will cause a thorough inquiry into all the means of 
transportation, whether of animals, wagons, barges, boats, ete., with 
a view to areduction to the actual wants of the service, and will 
report thereon specially to the Headquarters of the Arniy.

VARIOUS NAVAL MATTERS. 


WILLIAM Bagley, a seaman on the revenue cutter 
Cravford, lying in Newport harbor, fell from aloft on 
Saturday last and was instantly killed. 


THE Navy Department has received dispatches from 
Rear-Admiral Wm. Radford, commanding European 
Squadron, dated on board his flag-ship the /ranklin, 39, 
at Lisbon, March 17. The Richmond, 15, was dispatched 
on 15th March to Athens, from thence to other ports in 
the Archipelago, where the presence of an American 
vessel might be needed. On her return she is to touch 
at Tunis and Tripoli. The Ticonderoga, 9, left Lisbon 
17th March for the United States, and the /’rolic, was to 
leave the 19th March for home. The Swatara, 10, was 
at Cadiz, making some necessary repairs before leaving 
for the United States. 

A SHORT time ago the Houseof Representatives called 
upon the President, if not incompatible with the public 
interests, to furnish a list of the vessels captured or de. 
stroyed during the late war by rebel cruisers. This in- 
formation was laid before the House recently. This list 
is made up from documents filed by those whose prop- 
erty has been destroyed. in support of their claims for 
indemnity, where the records of the Department are in- 
complete, reference has been made to reports of under- 
writers’ accounts of the cruisesof the different vessels 
and such other lists or documents as have been decided 
reasonably reliable, to supply the defects in official 
records. The number of vessels given, with their names 
and value, is nearly 30), and the aggregate value more 
than $13,000,000. 

THE Philadelphia Post reports that operations in the 
Philade!phia Navy Yard are at present being pushed 
ahead with great vigor. Since orders were received 
from Washington to fit out immediately the Juniata, 
the number of men employed upon her has been greatly 
increased. Some two hundred extra men have been put 
on. The authorities of the yard have been collecting all 
the men—ship carpenters, machinists, ete.—they could 
find in the city, and have almost depleted the shops of 
private parties. The orders from the Department di- 
rected the fitting out of the vessel in three weeks, but it 
is extremely doubtful if she can be ready in that time. 
The work on her, however, is going forward as rapidly 
as possible. Orders have also been received to get 
the Brooklyn ready. Some four months will be required 
to finish and equip her. 

A DISPATCH from San Francisco, dated April 5th, re- 
ports thatthe U.S. steamer Saginaw, 6, arrived at Vie- 
torie April 3, from Sitka, touching at Forts Wrangle, 
Simpson and Rupert, on her way down. Since the In- 
dian difficulty, the fur trade in Sitka had been entirely 
suspended, and the Indians were afraid to approach the 
town. The Kake tribe were terror stricken. The de- 
struction of their villages, it was thought, would cause 
them to surrender the murderers of the two white men 
to the military authorities, and that they dare not longer 


harbor them. The weather at Sitka was wet ana disa- 
greeable. AlJl were wellat Forts Wrangle, Simpson and 


Rupert, and the Indians were quiet. The U.S. Marine 
Hospital at San Francisco, which was so badly injured by 
the October earthquakes, has been further damaged by a 
shock which occurred onthe Istinst. The builaing has 
been deserted since October, and is fast going to ruin. 


THE movements of the vessels of the South Pacific 
Squadron were reported by Rear-Admiral ‘Turner in a 
dispatch of March ist, from Valparaiso, as follows: 
Powhattan, 17, flagship, sailed from Valparaiso, January 
12th, for Island of Chiloe, but heavy head sea and winds 
prevented her going further south than Lota, which port 
she visited ; also, Talcahuana, and returned to Valparai- 
so February 12th. Owing to the prevalence of vellow 
fever along the northern coast, the vessels have remained 
southward, away from the infected districts. One vessel 
only is kept in the vicinity of Callao, where the fever is 
anepidemic. The Dacotah,7, is now there. The Kear. 
sarge, 7, has visited San Carlos, Island of Chiloe and 
Talcahuana. The Tuscwrora, 10, returned to Callao, 
February 7th, from Panama, to which point she had 
been sent for a draft of men. She has been dispatched 
to Buena Ventura, to investigate the reported outrage 
upon the U. 8. Consul there. The Onward, 3, is under 
orders to Valparaiso. She is to be kept cruising as much 
as possible, and the young officers of the squadron are 
to be placed on board (changing them from time to time) 
that they may have practice in handling a ship under 
sail. The Nyack, 8, is at Valparaiso, repairing. 

THE Navy ‘Department is in receipt of several dis 
patches from Rear-Admiral H. K. Hoff, commanding 
North Atlantic Squadron, dated at Key West, 26th ult. 
Rear-Admiral Hotf reports that on Sunday, 2ist ult., 
Havana was thescene of much excitement, caused by the 
departure of 250 political prisoners for Fernando Po. 





There was a great concourse of people witnessing their 
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departure—the volunteers having to keep the crowd 
back. One of the soldiers ordered a citizen to stand back, 
which he couid not doin consequence cf the pressure be- 
hind him, words ensued, and the soldier fired on him, 
killing him instantly. A police officer demanded why 
this was done, a discussion followed, and he was also 
killed. Several arrests were made—one for shouting 
“ Viva Cespedes,” and another for having a Cuban flag 
in his possession. Both -were tried, condemned and shot 
the sameday. The transports, with the prisoners, sailed 
in the afternoon. He encloses extracts from Nassau pa- 

rs, relative to the arrival of one of the Peruvian mon- | 
itors at Ragged Island, with the survivors of the wreck | 
of her convoy. The ram, while on the way from Key 
West, with a vessel in tow, parted the hawser which 
connected them, and while endeavoring to make it fast 
again, steamed intothe vessel andsunk her. Seven lives 
were lost. The whereabouts of the other Peruvian ram 
was unknown. A proclamation was issued on the 24th, 
by the Captain-General of Cuba, relative to: blockade 
runners, or vessels seized in Spanish waters, or upon the 
free seas near the Island, with cargoes of men, of arms 
and of munitions, or of materials that may in any way 
contribute to promote or foment the insurrection in the 
province. Whatever may be the point of their procedure 
and destination, and, after previous examination of their 
papers and register, they will, in effect, be considered as 
enemies to our territory, and treated as pirates in accord- | 
ance with the ordinance of the Navy. All persons that | 
shall be apprehended in such vessels, in whatever num- 
ber they may be, will be immediately shot. Rear-Admi- 
ral Hoff incloses such reports as had reached him, of the 
capture of the American brig Mary Lovell, of New York, 
by the Spanish war steamer Andaluzia, at Ragged Isl- 
and, one of the Bahamas. It appearsthat the master of 
the brig had left her, and gone to New York for instruc- 
tions, leaving the vessel] in charge of a custom house of- 
ficer, at Ragged Island. Onthe 15th of March, Mr. Wil- 
son, custom house officer and pilot, was moving the brig 
from the man-of-war anchorage to the inner harbor, whea | 
the Spanish steamer took possession of her, and sailed off 
—carrying her to Havana. Rear-Admiral Hoff reached 
Havana 2d of March, and founi the Mary Lovell in port. 
He was unabie to give further information regarding the 
seizure, than was commuuicated from Key West, as the 
mail steamer was about to leave for New York. It is 
thought that the Spanish Government will immediately 
disavow the act, and that it would be tound that the com- 
mander of the Andaluzia had exceeded his instructions, 
or acted on his own responsibility. The Narragansett 
was at Havana. The Penobscot was at Cienfuegos, hav- 
ing visited, within a few days, the ports of Trinidad de 
Cuba and Tunas. In a later dispatch dated Havana, 
March 31st, Rear-Admiral Hoff states that in pursuance 
of instructions, he was about to investigate the case of 
the Mary Lowell, seized in British waters, when he un- 
derstood from the English Consul-General that the mat. | 
ter was in the hands of British authorities. The Eng- 
lish Consu]-General badjreceived, in reply to hisdemand 
for the return of the vessel, a note stating that the case 
was in the Spanish Admiralty Court, and as soon as the 
decision was made known, he would be informed of it. 
Admiral Hoff forwards to the Department a list of Amer- | 
ican citizens, some with their families, who are in the 
interior, and for whom he had asked a safe conduct to 
Nuevitas, through the Spanish lines. The Captain-Gen- 
eral of Cuba promptly complied with the request, and 
issued the necessary orders. The want of vessels pre- 
vented Admiral Hoff from affording transportation to 
these people to Havana, from which point they could 
easily reach the United States. If, however, they could 
find their way to the coast, through the lines of both 
the Cubans and Spaniards, he hoped to be able tore- 
lieve them at an early day. Mr. Codrington, Consul at 
Gibara, in the Northern coast of Cuba, who had been 
arrested on suspicion of conspiring against the Govern- 
ment, had been released, at the instance of Admiral 
Hoff and the Vice Consul General at Havana. A dis- 
patch dated the 1st inst., reports the distribution of 
his vessels as follows: The Contoocook (flag-ship), was 
at Havana; the Narragansett was at Key West; the 
Penobscot was at Trinidad, the South side of Cuba ; the 
Nipsic was at sea, onthe way from Aspinwall, to relieve 
the Penobscot; the Yantie was cruising in Haytien | 
waters; the Gettysburg was at Aspinwall, having re- | 
lieved the Wipsic on the 24th of March. 
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A DISPATCH to the New York Tribune reports that on 
Tuesday last, April 6th, Sefiora Emilia C. De Villayarde, | 
Seforita Manuela Yzquierdo, and Sefior Leopoldo | 
Yzquierdo, representatives from the American prisoners 
held by the Spanish authorities in Cuba, had an inter- 
view with the President, in reference to the busi- 
nessin their hands. Tne President assured them of his | 
sympathy, and stated that the Government would at | 
once take effective measures to protect citizens of the | 
United States in that Island. They subsequently called | 
on the Secretary of War, and General Sherman, who | 
made the same assertions. It is thought that the] 
assignment of the Twelfth U. S. Infantry to Key 
West is only a preliminary movement, and that the real | 
destination for the regiment is the squadron of Admiral | 
Hoff. This belief is strengthened by the fact that Chap- | 
lain Kane of the flag-ship Contoocook, now in the vicinity | 
of Havana, has been ordered hence, bearing highly im. | 
portant dispatches from the Government to Admiral | 
Hoff. It is understood that these dispatches have refer- 
ence to the American prisoners in Cuba, and thata de- | 
mand for their relesse will follow from the Admiral. i

S1r: Lhavee refully considered the question presented in your 
letter of the 24th inst., touching the validity of the regulations 
adopted by the Secretary of the Navy, with the approbation of the 
President ef the United States, on the 13th of Marct, 1863, establish- 
ing and incieasing the relative rank of staff officers of the Navy. 

These regulations, [ understand, are alterations or moditications 
of certain orders of the Secretary of the Navy dated August 31, 
1846, May 27, 1847, and January 13, 1857, upon relative rank, to 
which Congress, by the acts of August 4, 1854 (chapter 268, section 
4). and March 3, 1859 (chapter 76, section 2), gave the force and 
effect of law. And the authority of the Secretary of the Navy, with 
the approval of the President, to alter or modify those orders and 
establish new and different regulations on the su ject to which the 
relate was supposed to be derived irom the provision of the fifth 
section of the act of July 14, 1862 (chapter 164), as follows: “That 
the orders, regulations and instructions heretofore issued by the 
Secretary of the Navy be and they are hereby recognized as the 
regulations of the Navy Department, subject, however, to such 
aiterations as the Secretary of the Navy may adopt with the appro- 
dation of the President of the United States.” 

The first question I will consider ie, whether by the true construc- 


tion and effect of this provision the regulations of the department, 


establishing tho relative rank of certain staff officers of the Navy, 
which were sanctioned and ratified by the Acts of 1854 and 1859, are 
comprehended by the designation of “orders, regulations and in- 
structions heretofore issued by the Secretary of the Navy;” and, as 
within that description, subject to alteration at the will and pleasure 
of the Executive. 

The Acts of 1354 and 1859, cither in terms or in eflect, gave to the 
orders of the Department to which they referred the foice and 
efi iency of law. Untit sanctioned and ratified by Congress, those 
orders were without authority and void as establishing rules and 
regulations upou a subject-matter which was exclusively of legisla- 
tive cognizance. When so sanctioued and ratified, as t ey were by 
the statutes that have been mentioned, they were placed upon the 
footing of legisiative acts and were incorporated into the statute law 
on the subject of the Navy and its organization. 

Such being the character and eflect given to the orders of the 
department under consideration by the Acts of 1854 and 1859, nothing 
i.a3 thau a statute authorizing the President expressly or by neces- 
sary intendment ty alter che provisions of those orders cau be re- 
garded as a sufficient warrant for the exercise of such power. The 
Act of 1862 is roc such a stata‘e, as is clear'y shown by the commis- 
sionera appointed to consolidate the laws, in their remarks upon this 
subject. The orders sanctioned by the Ac’s of 1854 and 1859, passed 
by the operation of those acts, as I have already intimated, into the 
form of law. ‘They cvased to be orders or regulations of the Execu- 
tive, and became laws of Congress. No such general words of 
description as those employed iu the Act of 1862: “ orders, regula- 
tions and instructions heretofore issued by the Secretary of the 
Navy,” can be fairly or properly treated as comprehending or em- 
bracing them. Besides the orders, regulations 2. d instructions 
mentioned in the fifth section of the Act of 1862 are « xpresaly recog- 
nized thereby “as the regulations of the Navy De, artment.” ‘The 
orders of the Secretary ot the Navy which were rautied by the Acts 
of 1854 and 1859 had been previously recognized and established by 
that legisiation as regulations of Congress on the subject of the 
relative rank of staff oflicers of the Navy. It cannot be supposed 
that Congress intended to change entirely the character which it had 
previously given to those orders and remove them from the category 
of laws, and piace them in that of Executive regulations. 

In this view of the subject, the orders sanctioned by the statutes 
of 1854 and 1857 are altogether without the purview of the fifth sec- 
tion of the Act of 1862. But, conceding that, by the terms of that 
section, the entire body of “ orders, regulations and instructions ” 
theretofore issued and promulgated by the Secretary of the Navy, in- 
cluding those which were within the scope of mere executive au- 
thority, as well as those regulations that had the force and effect of 
law as having been expressly sanctioned by Congress or previously 
sanctioned by legislative authority, were within the contemplation 
of Congress in enacting this statute, still I think that the provision 
which, it is supposed, authorized the regulations of March 13, 1863, 
was only intended to recognize the power of the President to alter 
regulations which he was originally competent to adopt and promul- 
gate without the expresa authority of Congress. No just rule of 
construction would authorize giving to this provision the force and 
effect of a general delegation of legislative authorit y to the Executive

MILITARY SCHOOLS IN RUSSIA. 


jo the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 





Sir: “There have been military schools at work in 
Russia since 1861, and so successful has the experiment 
been that the army is now to form a preparatory school 
for the whole nation. ‘The most advanced soldiers are at 
once to be made schoolmasters or magistrate’sclerks. It 
is calculated that out of 600,000 men who form the 
standing Russian army, at least 4,000 may be drafted off 
annually for ‘ educational civil service.’”’—Woreign ex- 
change paper. 

It seems then that the eystem of army education that 

so recently made the intelligent Prussian soldier more 
than a match for his adversary, has penetrated to auto- 
cratic Russia. It has generally been belieyed—for our 
Jefferson Bricks never lose an opportunity to hold forth 
on the subject—that tiie “ effete monarchies ” of the Old 
World are enabled to retain their power only by means 
of the ignorance in which they hold their unhappy sub- 
j But here, to the confusion of the said Jefferson 
Bricks, is seen the remarkable spectacle of the most aris- 
tocratic, the most arbitrary and absolute monarchy on 
earth, not only aiding its subjects to obtain knowledge 
but employing for that purpose the very means that, for 
centuries past, have been used to rivet still tighter the 
chains that have ever held the many in bondage to the 
privileged few. The admirers of the Great Republic have 
always claimed for it the most advanced position in the 
array of those who battle for the elevation of the masses 
by the universal diffusion of education, and the common 
school has been, with justifiable pride, held up for the 
emulation of the civilized world, and also as an illustra- 
tion of our people’s earnest endeavor to make the grow- 
ing generations of our country sensible of the inestima 
bie value of their liberties and competent to guard them. 
In other words, universal education, popular elevation, 
liberty and republicanism, have not only been held to be 
intimately and necessarily connected, but believed to be 
the peculiar properties of this favored land. Many sen- 
sible men in this country to-day entertain the opinion 
that the monarchies of the Old Country dare not educate 
the people; that such a course would be suicidal ; that 
the descendants of Catherine II. and Rudolph of Haps- 
burg would be driven from their thrones by a people 
become enlightened as to their righis and the “ right 
divine ” and conscious at Jast of an ability to rule them- 
selves. But it seems that Prussia does not share in this 
general alarm, nor has Russia been infected by the panic 
that the ardent lovers of republican institutions would 
have us believe afflicts the crowned heads of rotten dy- 
nasties. 
_ But there are other reflections occasioned by the read- 
ing of those few lines from our foreign exchanges. 
Russia has learned that a soldier is not or should not be 
amere machine. The excessive drill, the blind obedience 
and the immobility that characterized the Russian sol- 
dier in the Crimean War and which at times seemed to 
paralyze his energies, made him on some occasions an 
almost helpless victim to the more active because more 
free and better educated soldier of the Allies. ‘lo under- 
stand this more clearly, read Kinglake’s description of 
General Scarlett’s charge at the head of his three hun- 
dred, and how Cardigan’s officers at Balaclava rode 
almost singly into and through whole equadrons of Rus- 
sian horse, many returning with scarcely a scratch. 
The poor, brave Kussian knew how to meet death calmly 
with his face to the foe; but the idea of volunteering a 
blow without liaving received orders to strike seems not 
to have dawned on his mind—he was too military for 
that. Ail this has gone by, and Russia, convinced of 
errors and sensible of the injuries that have resulted to 
her material interests by too close an adherence to old 
forms and traditions, has swept aside with a lion’s stroke 
the useless, cumbering rubbish, and conscious of her 
great power, fearlessly confides the dangerous gift of 
knowledge to her soldiery. 

Nor is this all; the very men who have been consid- 
ered the drones of society have now become the teachers, 
Teturning tenfold the value of the miserable pittance 
drawn from the people for their support ; and, reversing 
the old rule,“ when a man is good for nothing else he 
will do for a soldier,’ demonstrate that when a man is 
fitted for a teacher he is qualified to serve in the Army. 

Sut are there no other reflections that arise in the 
mind of the thouglitful American gentleman when thus 
learning of Rassia’s material progress? We too have 


an army, but while the deeds of the past encircle it with 
glory why is it that the private soldier of the republic 
has not yet taken » stand among the prominent institu:

tions of our land? Is there anything in the color of the 
uniform that makes him stupid? does the blue strike in 
and creating a depression of spirits render him hopeless 
of the future and ashamed of his position? The last 
clause of this question was suggested by an incident re- 
lated to me yesterday by the managing editor of a 
prominent magazine, who is himself a warm friend 
of the Army. A very instructive and well-written 
article was received and accepted by this editor, who in 
publishing it thought to make it more interesting by 
prefacing it with the remark that it had been written by 
a private soldier. A fortnight later a letter was received 
from the irate author in which he bitterly expressed his 
indignation at having been thus “unfortunately ” but 
truthfully designated. He was angry that the world 
should know that the writer of that document was a 
private. In pleasing contrast to this spirit, exhibited by 
one of a too large class that itself keeps the Army down 


by a feeling of self-debasement, I will state the substance | 
of the remarks made to me a few days ago by the prin- | 
cipal editor of one of the most ably conducted and, most } 


likely, the widest circulated weekly and daily newspaper 
in this country. He was conversing with me about the 
educational spirit in our Army. Anticipating the full 
fruits of a system yet in its infancy and perhaps ignorant 
of the many almost insuperable obstacles in the way of 
those who desire to raise the standard of the enlisted 
men of the Army, this gentleman expressed himself 
nearly as follows: ‘‘ If my son were old enough I should 
desire to place him in the Army for three years, satisfied 
that the education he would receive and the mental 
and physical discipline to which he would be subjected 
would be of the greatest benefit to him in his after 
career,” 


I assert that that gentleman had the right idea of} 


what the American private soldier cai and should become. 
But will he? We think so, and we think, too, that with 
more care in enlisting, a little more exertion on the part 
of those charged with the instruction, and a better feel- 
ing on the part of the men than that shown by that 
writer who was ashamed to be known as a soldier, the 
day will ere long dawn when to have graduated from 
the American Army will be a guarantee for success in 
any walk of life and an endorsement of one’s claims to 
respectability.

The appointed hour for the first quadrille having ar- 
rived, “the assembly ” was sounded, and the floor of the 
spacious hall was completely occupied for the purpose of 
engaging in the festivities of the evening—the band 
commenced the U.S. Army Calls Quadriile,” and on 
went the merry dance. 

At the close of the dance, General Sibley was escorted 
by Colonel Moloney, to the stage, where he was pre- 
sented with a silver tea service by Captain H. C. Cook, 
in behalf of the officers of the Sixteenth U. S. Infantry, 
as follows, viz. :

“ And now, General, upon the eve of our separation, we 
have deemed it proper to present to you some testimonial 
as a token of the high respect and esteem in which you 
have been held by the officers of your regiment ; and in 
behalf of them I now present you with this service of 
silver, and, with it, the assurance of our deepest regard.”

In reply the General said : . 
| “IT tender to the officers of the Sixteenth Infantry, my 
heartfelt thanks for the honor which they have confer- 
red upon me, in the presentation of this beautiful service 
of silver; and I shall ever remember this occasion as one 
of the most interesting events of my life ; this valuable 
gift I especially appreciate, coming asit does, from those 
who have served so long with me, and know me best. 
“'This evidence of regard and esteem of the officers tends 
very much to reconcile me to my withdrawal from active 
service in the United States Army, which has been con- 
tinuous for more than forty years. 

“It has ever been my greatest effort to do m7 whole 
duty to my country, and to cultivate a spirit of harmony 
and good feeling among the officers with whom I have 
served; how well [ have succeeded, it is not for me to 
say. 

“1 again thank the officers for this generous expression 
|of their regard and good feeling, and assure them that 
they will always carry with them my best wishes for 
their success in the profession of their choice, and pros- 
perity through life.” 

At the close of the presentation, “ Hail to the Chief” 
was played by the band. while the officers of the regi- 
ment and guests stepped forward and offered congratu- 
lations to General Sibley.

SUICIDE OF LIEUTENANT SMALL. 


| From the San Francisco papers we gather the follow 
| ing particulars of the death of First Lieutenant John F. 
| Small, First Cavalry, who was found dead in his room, 
| No. 55 Second street, San Francisco, February 23d, un- 
| der circumstances that denote a desperate and determined 
suicide. Some time ago he obtained a leave of absence 
| from the company to which he belonged, for a period of 
six months. For some reason he was ordered to report 
| back to headquarters, and it was thought that this might 
| have hastened his untimely death. He dressed himself 
| in his finest military suit, directed a letter to his brother 
| informing him of his suicidal purpose, and directing cer- 
| tain disposals of his earthly effects. He desired to bo 
| buried in his uniform. He then procured a ten-ounce 
| bottle of chloroform and laid himself down upon the bed. 
| Having folded the counterpane up in the shape of a 
| handkerchief, he saturated it with the deadly distilment 
‘and placed it completely over his face, so that there 
| would be no question as to its fatal result. In this posi- 
| tion he was first discovered, having evidently died with- 
out astruggle. The following are the letters directed to 
his brother and Dr. 8. Belden. They read as follows: 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 19, 1869. 
My Dear Broruer: I cannot endure life longer. Go 
tothe Fort and get everything that belongs to me. 
Should any one ever speak of me in your presence in 
terms that reflect upon my honor as a gentleman or my 
| integrity as a man, shoot him uponthe spot. Good-by, 
dear brother ; live and be happy, if possible, and when 
you die, die game. Your brother, JOHN. 
To Dr. Belden he wrote as follows: 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 19, 1869. 
DEAR Docror: This is the last letter I shall ever 
write ; and now good-by. I leave to you my watch and 
chain ; please wear them in memory of me, who esteem- 
ed you his dearest friend. Yours, J. F. SMALL. 
No definite reason is known that prompted him to 
commit suicide. He was not in straitened circumstances, 
as is usually the case, but had abundant means and an 
honorable position. He was respected by all who knew 
him, and was probably not thirty years of age. 
A woman called upon Dr. Letterman and inquired par- 
er. 
None had been found. Among the lettersleft by Lieu- 
tenant Small, was the following, addressed to ‘lhomas 
Nouges: “I have a few favors to ask of you. Please 
draw money on inclosed certificate of deposit and use it 
to pay my funeral expenses. Send wy trunk to H. 
Small, Eugene City, Oregon ; my watch and cliain to Dr. 
E. 8. Belden, Marysville; my Colt’s pistol to Dr. De- 
Wolf, Yreka; also pay damages, if there should be any, 
to landlady. Please have me buried in the clothes I 
have on.” Lieutenant Small was born in Tennessee and 
was appointed second lieutenant May 18, 1864, from the 
Army. ‘Ihe funeral was held on the 25th. First Lieu- 
/tenant and Brevet Major Hugh G. Brown, Thirty-sixti: 
Infantry, was appointed to administer on the effects of 


| the deceased.

BREVET Brigadier-General Henry 8. Burton, colonel 
Fifth Artillery, died at Fort Adams, Newport, on Sun- 
day, of apoplexy. General Burton Was graduated at the 
Military Academy in 1839, and was in the same class 
with Generals Halleck, Ricketts, Ord, Henry J. Hunt and 
Canby. He was assigned to the Third Artillery, and 
served in the Florida war and in the South until 1843, 
when he went to the Academy as Assistant Instructor 
and there remained until the outbreak of the Mexican 
war. As Lieutenant-Colonel, New York Volunteers, he 
served in that war, and in 1847 gained his captaincy. 
Until the outbreak of the Rebellion Captain Burton was 
stationed principally in California and the Western out- 
posts. During the Rebellion, besides detached service, 
he served with the Army of the Potomac in command 
of the artillery reserve, as Inspector of Artillery, and in 
command of the artillery of the Eighteenth Corps. Af- 
terward he was in command of the Fifth Artillery and 
Inspector of Artillery in the Department of the East ; 
served on various buards, and then continued in com- 
mand of the Fifth Artillery. He was promoted to be 
colonel of the same regiment August 11, 1863, and was 
breveted March 13, 1865, Brigadier-General U. S. A., 
for gallant and meritorious services at the capture of 
Petersburg, Va. 























THERE were one or two obvious errors in the brief no- 
tice of the death of Surgeon Wood, which appeared in 
our last issue, and to which several anonymous corre- 
spondents have called our attention. The notice was 
hastily made up from notes received just as the Jour. 
NAL was going to press, from an old Army officer and an 
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GENERAL SHERMAN’S ORDER NO. 1. 


HE scope of Order No. 11, Headquarters of the 
Army, March 5, 1869, is not properly under- 
stood; nor is the actual extent of the revocation of 
certain of its provisions by the direction of Presi- 
dent Grant’s General Order No. 28, through the 
Secretary of War. 

The official relations of the Secretary of War to 
the President and to the Army are clearly defined 
by law; and yet these relations are very generally 
misapprehended by the Army at large, and by 
civilians little or nothing is known about them. 
For these reasons the General commanding the 
Army has been very unjustly criticised, and his 
Order No. 11 commented upon in that spirit of se- 
verity characteristic of ignorance of the subject 
and ignorance of the characteristics of the General. 

The Secretary of Waris, by Jaw, the Cabinet ad- 

viser of the President in relation to the 
administration and fiscal offices and depart- 
ments of the Army, only. [See Act of Con- 
gress approved August 7, 1789.) This law 
confers on the Secretary of War no military 
powers, not purely administrative, and from its 
date to the date of the Act approved March 3, 
1813, no legislation of Congress conferred on him 
any duties of an executive military character; but 
many were passed enlarging his duties and respon- 
sibilities, as the head of the disbursing and ac- 
counting departments of the Army. 
The Act of March 3, 1813, created the several 
staff corps of the Army, substantively as they now 
exist; and its fifth section made it ‘the duty of 
the Secretary of the War Department to prepare 
general regulations better defining and prescribing 
the respective duties and powers” of the several 
departments it had authorized. But the making 
of such rules and regulations conferred no military 
command or power on the Secretary of War, but 
provided that when such regulations were 
apprcved by the President they “‘ should be obey- 
ed, until altered or revolced by the same authority.” 
By those regulations the chiefs of the several staff 
bureaus were placed under the immediate control 
of the Secretary of War, so far as their disbursing 
accountability to the Treasury was concerned, and 
no further. They préscribed the manner of dis- 
bursing all moneys, distributing all military sup- 
plies, making contracts, rendering returns, etc., etc. 
But so far as thes2 staff departments were related 
to the military laws of the Army, they came, by 
operation of the Articles of War, under the con- 
trol and orders of the General commanding the 
Army. 

The War Department Order No. 5 of the Pres- 
ident’s was in conformity with this Act of Con- 
gress. It only “‘ altered and revoked” regulations 
the President was fully authorized by law, to make, 
“alter, and revoke.” It was not of doubtful au- 
thority, and the most that can be said of it is, that 
the President has, on reflection, considered the 
order inexpedient at this time, and has, therefore, 
revoked certain of its provisions; but these, how- 
ever, relate more to matters of form in communi- 
cating with the War Department, and so their 
revocation does not involve the substantial recision 
of the vital points of the Order. 

It is eminently fit and wise that the senior Gen- 
eral of the Army should be supreme in its military 
command. General SHERMAN is eminently quali- 
fied for that command. Itis also eminently fit and 
wise that the Secretary of War should have snu- 
preme control of the exchequer of the Army, and 
the sole responsibility of its accountability. Gen- 
eral Raw Lins is eminently qualified, by confessed 
administrative talents and irreproachable integrity 
of character, for the duties of his office. President 
Grant has been wise in putting the right men in 
the right places, in these two responsible offices. 

Army legislation since 1776, when Congress 
adopted certain sections of England’s Mutiny Act, 
for the government of the Continental Army, has 
not received that careful and watchful attention its 
importance demanded. As a general thing it has 
been disconnected in text, contradictory in terms, 
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(as we drew largely on English military laws, 
without similar organization); and often in con- 
flict with the spirit of discipline and that unity and 
singleness of command essential to give arms 








"| effectiveness and efficiency in the field. In 1806 Con- 


gress undertook, by one act, to form an entire code 
for the Army, repealing by its terms all previous 
laws in antagonism with it. That code was mainly 
drawn from the Mutiny Act, and contained 
many sections inoperative under our system of ac- 
countability, civil law, and administration of jus- 
tice. 

Since that date fragmentary laws have been 
passed, as the needs of the Army required, in its 
increase and decrease, through a period of sixty- 
three years. Such legislation, in the nature of 
things, has involved Army laws, Army regula- 
tions, Army orders, and Army customs in great 
perplexity and confusion. President Grant and 
General SHERMAN have grown up under these laws, 
and received their education under their practical 
teachings. Experience in all their application has 
been to them their best expounder and interpreter. 
In this school Secretary Rawtrss has also received 
his “‘ degree; and the war of the rebellion has 
been his “alma mater.” Certainly, in the minds 
of reasoning aud thinking men, such officers must 
be presumed to know what they are about, and 
acknowledged to be the best interpreters and ad- 
ministrators of the Army. Let them alone! 

The administration of the Army, since it came 
under the main control of Grant and SHERMAN, 
should be received by the country as an earnest of 
its future better government and efficiency. The 
activities they have introduced into all its depart- 
ments have vitalized it with new life. The re- 
trenchments in all its expenditures have already 
economized and saved to the Government millions 
of its military exchequer. Old abuses, however 
chronic and fast-seated, have been corrected. Much 
has already been done, and well done. Reform 
and retrenchment are the order of the day. But 
time, patience and firmness are the essentia!s in all 
great changes, and whatever is not yet accom- 
plished in restoring to the Army, in all its depart- 
ments, economy, order, and efficiency, the restless 
and untiring energies of SHERMAN will not fail to 
complete. The General who “ marched his army 
to the sea,” has illumined the history of the Army 
with too bright a page to permit its glories to fade 
under his administration. The President who com- 
manded the armies that smote with fatal stroke a 
rebellion unexampled in the proportions of its 
strength, organization and power, and saved to the 
world the civilization of self-government, will see 
that there is no retrocession in its progress; and 
that idleness and inactivity shall never waste the 
energies and discipline of its Army. Nor will the 
co-operation of Secretary Raw Lins in this work 
of regeneration and reform ever be found wanting. 








Tue New York Club and the Union Club of 
New York wisely offer advantages to officers of 
the Army and Navy desiring and receiving the 
rights of membership in their associations. And 
they profit notably by such liberality and apprecia- 
tion. The New York Club, for instance, contained, 
according to the last printed report, in a total of 
524 members, forty-four Army and Navy officers. 
These military and naval gentlemen also, it is 
hardly necessary for us to say, constitute some of 
the most desirable and coveted members of the 
club. If the time ever comes when an Army and 
Navy club shall be formed in New York, there is 
no reason why it should not be one of the most 
select and elegant clubs in the city. By some judi- 
cious rule such a club could be made to include ex- 
officers of character and position, and, perhaps, 
prominent gentlemen associated, through their lib- 
erality or family connections, with the two services. 
By such an extension of the privilege of member- 
ship, sufficient members might be obtained to 
ensure the establishment of the club on a healthy 
pecuniary basis. A plan something like that out- 
lined was proposed a year or two ago, by the edi- 
tor of this journal, and there was every prospect 
that success would be attained; but the rival claims 
of Washington as the /ocale of such a club were 
interposed, and the project fell through.’ Whether 
at Washington or New York (we are decidedly of

Mr. Wi1son has presented to the U. S. Senate a 
memorial from CHARLES GAYLORD, who, in view of 
the unsuccessful efforts for an inter-oceanic canal 
across the Isthmus of Darien, and the discoura- 
ging reports in regard to the feasibility of the en- 
terprise, presented by Rear-Admiral Davis, re- 
spectfully prays Congress to give attention to 
another agency which he proposes to employ for 
such a transit—a ship railway—which he believes 
to be equally effective, much sooner built, far less 
costly, and less dangerous to health and life in its 
construction. This plan, he adds, has been sub- 
mitted to large numbers of engineers and naval 
constructors, and received the unequivocal in- 
dorsement of some of the most eminent in the pub- 
lic service, as perfectly feasible if a suitable route 
can be found, which he believes has been done by 
the recent exploratien of a French engineer, DE 
LACHARME. The memorialist therefore further 
prays that the treaty with Colombia may be ex- 
tended in its provisions so as to include a guaran- 
tee of the same privileges and protection for a ship 
railway as for a ship canal. 

The plan of Mr. Gaytorp is to lift vessels bodily 
out of the water—passengers, crew, cargo and all 
—place them on trucks of peculiar construction, and 
transport them across the Isthmus on a railroad 
with eight tracks and sixteen rails. Granting the 
claim that a suitable route for such a railroad has 
been discovered, and assuming that the engineer- 
ing and mechanical difficulties in the way of such 
an enterprise can be overcome, there remains the 
question as to whether the cost of building such a 
railroad and providing motive power for the trans- 
portation of such huge bulks will not be so great 
as to prevent the pecuniary success of the enter- 
prise. We shall wait for Mr. GayLorp’s facts and 
figures before pronouncing judgment. 








THE English government are casting up their ac- 
counts for the Abyssinian expedition, for which 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer has moved a sup- 
plemental estimate of £3,606,000. He observed that 
at present only a rough estimate could be given of 
the expenditure, according to which it appeared 
that the War Office had spent £461,000, subject to 
a small deduction; the Admiralty, £1,262,000; 
and the Indian government, £7,042,000. The 
last item includes staff pay and batta (which does 
not mean the pay of the soldiers, but the extra pay 
they received while on foreign soil,) £319,000; 
stores and supplies, £563,000; mules, camels and 
forage (not including sea transport, £1,400,000; 
land transport, viz., the transport in Abyssinia, 
and the railway and transport to and from Mag- 
dala, £1,345,000; sea transport,) £4,232,000; coals, 
£581,000; miscellaneous, £160,000; making a total 
of £8,600,000. That is the cost, so far as ascer- 
tained, of the Abyssinian expedition. Of this sum 
£5,000,000 has been provided for by a tax of 1d on 
income in the year 1867-8, and by an addition of 
2d to the income-tax in 1868-9, and the further 
sum of £3,606,000 has yet to be provided. The 
Chancellor added, “‘My duty is to ask the 
House to-night to grant the means of paying that 
sum, but how that sum is to be met is a question 
which, if I may be permitted to do so, I would 
rather reserve till I make my financial statement. 
All I ask at present is that we may be enabled to 
pay the money, which is, of course, greatly needed 
by the Indian government, which had made such 
heavy disbursements on our account.” This 
means, of course, another 2d in the pound, or its 
equivalent, at which John Bull growls somewhat, 
and asks why it is that war expenditures always 
exceed the estimates. 








News from France announces the death of the 
famous General Jomin1, whose admirable histori- 
cal and critical works are familiar to our readers, 
having long since passed into military literature 
as standard and authoritative. The theoretical 
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and the practical, the closet and the camp, were 
most admirably mingled in the experience of this 
able writer and officer; and without such an expe- 
rience no works of this sort can be lasting and val- 
uable. Que vidi, et quorum magna pars fui, 
must, after all, be the credentials of the critical 
contemporary historian, from XENoPHON to Na- 
PIER. From boyhood, when the young Swiss, Henr1 
JOMINI, joined a company of mountain volunteers, 
formed near his native place, Payerne, to the pres- 
ent year, when, full of years, indeed at the age of 
ninety, he died at Passy, this famous man has been 
aclose student and observer of the profession of 
arms, Atthe age of twenty-five he was a major 
in the French regular army, in the year 1804, and 
his famous critical and historical comparison of 
the wars of Frederick with those of the Republic 
were published the next year. His services as 
aide-de-camp to Ney in Germany and Spain, his dif- 
ficulties with that officer, with Bertuier, and oth- 
ers, his two efforts to exchange the French for the 
Russian service, of which the latter was successful, 
are too well known to require formal narration. 
So, too, his principal works, the ‘‘Political and Mil- 
itary Life of Napoleon,” made more widely known 
to American readers through General HALLECK’s 
translation ; his ‘‘Principles of Strategy ;’’ his ““Cam- 
paign of 1815;” his ‘‘Précis de l’ Art dela Guerre,” 
etc., are too well established in respect and authori- 
ty to require eulogy. Long before his death, how- 
ever, old age had cut off Baron Jomunt from active 
connection with the profession of arms, and from 
contribution to the literature of which he will ever 
remain one of the greatest ornaments and most 
valuable treasures. 








Tne Broad Arrow remarks upon the significant 
fact—a fact without precedent in the present cen- 
tury—that just now the supply of recruits for the 
British army considerably exceeds the demand for 
them. This superabundant supply has been 
checked from time to time, as occasion made a 


check necessary, by raising the standard of height | 


and by the admission of men only of the most ro- 
bust constitution, but, although every attention is 
now given to the physique of recruits, as yet no 
attempt has been made to secure a better class of 
men, not only in a physical, but in a moral and 
intellectual point of view. Perhaps any such at- 
tempt before now would have been premature, the 
difficulty of obtaining the “‘ raw material ” having 
only very recently been overcome; but surely 
now, it urges, in the face of the pending reduction 
of the army by 10,000 men, there is a fair oppor- 
tunity for making an attempt to better the morale 
of the service. 

A similar condition of affairs ought to result 
from the reduction of our Army, and the hint 
given by our English contemporary is worth no- 
ting. But, in order to secure a better class of 
men in the Army, we need to pay more attention 
in some respects to the comfort of the men we al- 
ready have, and to adopt some more efficient means 
of protecting them against the abuse of authority 
on the part of men who are unfit to undertake the 
control of others, through never having learned the 
lesson of self-control. The letters of complaint we 
receive from privates and their friends, force us to 
believe that our service is disgraced by some officers 
who are guilty of that most contemptible of all 
offences—the offence of disregarding the rights of 
those who are placed under their control and are 
in their power. Weare glad to know that these 
officers are the exception, and we make proper al- 
lowance for the misstatements and exaggerations of 
discontented soldiers and those who have been 
justly subjected to punishment for offences com- 
mitted. But with all this, we receive circumstan- 
tial accounts of outrages which we are satisfied 
have been committed upon men who have no practi- 
cal redress for their wrongs. Every Army officer 
knows how difficult it is for an enlisted man to 
secure a hearing for his complaints against his im- 
mediate commanders. It is one of the necessities 
of discipline that this stould be; so but how con- 
temptible is the man who can take advantage of this 
circumstance to irdulge his brutal instincts at the 
expense of his inferiors. Every right-minded offi- 
cer owes it to his own manhood to visit such men 
with the contempt and indignation their offence 


deserves. 


Our correspondent ‘ Reformer,” who raises the 
cry of ‘“‘ Away with the Company Fund,” refer- 
red last week to another cause of complaint among 
the enlisted men, of which we have heard much 
of late. We commend his article to the attention 
of our Army readers, as well as the article which 
we publish this week, from ‘ Another’ West 
Pointer,” on the subject of ‘ Military Schools in 
Russia.” Our correspondent is an officer who has 
faith in the capabilities of the American soldier, 
and a high sense of the responsibilities of an 
American officer. 

We fully indorse his declaration that with more 
care in enlisting, a little more exertion on the part 
of those charged with the instruction, and a better 
feeling on the part of the men, the day will ere 
long dawn when to have graduated from the 
American Army will be a guarantee for success in 
any walk of life, and an indorsement of one’s 
claims to respectability. 








THE two Houses of Congress are again at variance in 
matter of Indian appropriations. The Senate sent the 
bill to the House loaded down with amendments which 
doubled the sum originally appropriated. The House, 
in lieu of the Senate amendment authorizing the ap- 
pointment of ten Commissioners, and making them re- 
sponsible to Congress passed au amendment of its own 
placing $2,000,000 . the disposal of the President to 
keep the peace with the Indians. The President is still 
at liberty to appoint such a commission if he chooses, 
but if he does so, he instead of Congress becomes respon- 
sible for theirlabors. A Conference Committee has been 
appointed to settle the differences of the two Houses. 
The Senate has done besides very little of special inter. 
est to our readers. 

Mr. Grimes, from the Committee on Naval Affairs, 
reported with amendments, the bill to establish the 
office of Solicitor and Naval Judge-Advocate-General. 
and Mr. WrLson from the Committee on Military Affairs 
| reported, without amendment, the joint resolution for 
| the protection of soldiers and their heirs, in regard to 
| payment of bounties. 

In the House,’"Mr. NEGLEY of Pa. has introduced a 
bill to reduce the number of officersin the Army. It 
provides for the assembling at Washington within thir- 
ty days after the passage of the act, of a Council of 
Army officers to consist of two General officers and one 
| officer each of the infantry, cavalry and artillery, to in- 
quire into the fitness of every officer below the grade of 
General to be continued in the service. 

The Council is to report to the Secretary of Wara list 
of 300 officers whom he is to muster out within sixty 
days ; fifty of the officers selected to be mustered out to 
be of Staff corps. All the officers left in the service and 
not placed on duty are to be put on a list to be called the 
reserve list, and relieved of allduty, with retired officers, 
pay. The bill was read twice and referred. 

The House Naval Committee agreed to report a bill 
legalizing the regulations established by the late Secre- 
tary of the Navy, Mr WELLES, relative to the Staff and 
Line officers of the Navy. The bill provides that ex. 
Secretary WELLEs's regulations shall continue in force for 
one year. This is in direct conflict with the recent order 
issued by the Secretary of the Navy relative to the Line 
and Staff officers. The session is now so near its close 
that there seems little probability that the bill can pass 
both houses. 

Mr. Reeves of New York introduced a bill allow. 
ing prize money to the officers and crew of the Monitor 


for the fight with the Merrimac in Hampton Roads. Mr, 
SCHOFIELD, from the Committee on Naval Affairs, re- 
ported a bill to allow JosEpH P. Fyrre, Commander in 
the Navy, the difference between the pay of a Lieutenant 
and that of a Lieutenant-Commander on the active list, 
from July, 1862, to March, 1867 ; which was passed. 

Senator Fenton of New Yoik introduced a bill cal- 
culated to promote yachting and improve naval architec- 
ture in thiscountry. The bill is modelled on that exist- 
ing in England and France, by the provisions of which 
yachts of regularly organized clubs are permi'ted to go 
from port to port, at home or abroad, without clearing at 
custom-houses, and also exempted from tonnage dues 
exacted of merchant vessels. The passage of the bill 
without unnecessary delay is urged, as yachts through- 
out the country are anxious to avail themselves of such 
privileges at the forthcoming international yacht race. 
The bill is supported by Vice-Admiral PoRTER, who has 
written a letter to Secretary BoUTWELL on the subject. 

The Naval Committee has agreed to report a bill 
providing that no reduction shall take place in the wages 
of employés in the Government navy-yards on account of 
the reduction in the hours of Jabor. This, of course, isin 
opposition to the order of Secretary Borrg, reducing the 
pay of navy-yard employes so as to give them eight hours’ 
pay for eight hours’ work. The Secretary was obliged 
to take such a course,to make the small amount of 
money appropriated by Congress cover the expenses re- 
quired. He had found that reducing the working hours 
trom ten to eight was simply to increase the cost of la 
bor twenty per cent,

FORT D. A. RUSSELL. 
{ Correspondence of the Chicago Tribune. } 
CHEYENNE, Wyoming Territory, March i6, 1869. 

For some time past there has been a small war going 
on between the Police of Cheyenne and the soldiers at 
Fort D. A. Russell. Several of the policemen are dis- 
charged soldiers, and no doubt have old grudges against 
some of their comrades at the fort. After pay day the 
soldiers would throng the town, when there would be a 
general knocking down and commitment of the blue 
coats. The soldiers complain that they are arrested ior 
no offence, and that the object is to rob them of their 
money and valuables. ‘They say that they sre robbed, 
locked up for three or four days, or made to work on the 
streets, and that then, when they get out and return to 
the fort, they are arrested by their officers, charges prefer- 
red against them for bcing absent without leave, tried by 
court-martial and frequently sentenced to additional im- 
prisonment, or to lose a month’s pay. Thisis a hard case, 
and the luckless wight who gets caught in Cheyenne has 
to pay dearly for his visit. Not long since the sutler 
from the fort and two officers were arrested by the 
police, as they allege, while quietly walking the streets. 
This created a great hubbub, and addedfto the ill-feeling 
heretofore existing between the civil and military people. 
A few days ago a soldier of Company K, Second U. 8. 
Cavalry, was arrested and confined in the jail, and that 
evening the officer conmmanding the company ascertained 
that soori after dark several men had taken their arms 
and left the post. Major Van Voast at once sent Lieu- 
tenant Bartlett, Second Cavalry, with a squad of men, 
after the absentees, with directions to clear all soldiers 
out of the town. Lieutenant Bartlett, on reaching the 
jail, found about thirty cavalry soldiers around it, loudly 
demanding that the prisoner, their comrade, should be 
set at liberty. Lieutenant Bartlett ordered them to fall 
in and march tothe post. They obeyed, but when about 
half way to the fort began to scatter in the dark and 
drop back to town. Lieutenant Bartlett, in attempting 
to drive up the delinquents, was fired on and came to the 
fort for assistance. ‘he citizens, hearing that the sol- 
diers were returning, armed themselves, and a large 
number of extra policemen were sworn in by the Mayor. 
Meantime Captain Dewees, with his company of the 
Second Cavalry, was sent to the town, and other troops 
held in readiness to march at a moment's notice. Cap- 
tain Dewees came near coming in collision with the citi- 
zens, who were advancing a hundred strong to picket 
the town on the side next the fort. After a few words 
of explanation the captain occupied the city, and the 
citizens went to their homes. There was a good deal of 
firing during the night, but no one hurt so far as we 
know. Captain Egan was twice shot at while driving 
soldiers toward the fort. Before daylight the soldiers 
left the town, and under cover of the darkness attempted 
to get into the post, but a sergeant and thirteen men 
were caught and lodged in the guard-house. ‘The ser- 
geant and his comrades will be tried for mutiny. 

The ps: rs here are very reticent about the matter, 
and the ciuzensall regret it exceedingly. The soldiers 
have brought large sums of money into the city, and 
spent it freely, to the great advantage of the tradesmen 
and merchants. At present the officers will not sign any 
passes, and the soldiers are not allowed to visit the city, 
The officers and their wives, who formerly bought all 
their goods in Cheyenne, have stopped coming, and sent 
the sutler off to New York to buy their goods. The post 
trader, we believe, intends bringing on and establishing 
at Fort Russell a large store for the accommodation of 
the s.ldiers, aud the officers and their wives. Billiard 
saloons are being established at the fort for the soldiers, 
and it is likely tew more blue-coats will be seen in the 
city. 

The police assert that the soldiers and officers thought 
themselves privileged characters, disregarded the rules 
of the city, and were impertinent, and that all they did 
was to maintain the dignity, peace and order of the city, 
and to teach the soldiers that because they wore uniforms 
they could not break the town ordnances. Thus the 
matter stands ; but Cheyenne is the loser. 











FIRE-ARMS IN 1868. 
THE following article on fire-arms in 1868 is from the 


columns of the Kreutz-Zeitung : 

With regard to small-arms, the most prominent fea- 
ture of the year had been a continuation of the activity 
to which the events of 1866 gave the first impulse. In the 
North German Army, the work of arming the troops 
with the well-tried needle-gun was pushed vigorously 
forward. For the fortresses, rifled percussion-guns of 
home and foreign construction (Austrian, etc., taken in 
war) were transformed into breech-loaders. It is proved, 
by the result of trials made at the military practice school 
in Spandau with guns of the most approved systems, 
that the needle-gun, in precision and rapidity of fire, is 
inferior to none. On the other hand, the superiority of 
the small calibre under some circumstances is a matter 
that merits serious consideration. Hesse, Baden, and 
Wurtemberg have armed their contingents with the 
needle gun. Bavaria will not remain satisfied with the 
Podewils gun transformed on Lindner’s system, and will 
probably adopt that of Werder. Austria has not yet 
completed the transformation of her old rifles according 
to the system of Wanzl. The model of Werndl presented 
some difficulties of construction, but the manulacture is 
now said to be going forward. Here, as everywhere, it 
is the metal cartridge that has caused thetrouble. Since 
April, the French infantry have been armed with Chas- 
sepots ; but this is only the case with the Army on its 
peace-footing. Although private industry abroad and at 
home has been had ia requistion, a sufficient number of 
these arms has not been procured for the Army when 
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in war, not to mention the reserves. Liege supplied 40,- 
(00 last year, and hopes to finish 80,000 in 1869. In 
spite of some defects, which the Minister of War him- 
self acknowledges, the weapon seems, on the whole, to 
give satisfaction. For the National Guard, the old rifles 
are being altered according to Snider. Italy and Russia 
have adopted the needle-gun. The Italian rifle pretty 
closely resembles the Dorsch and Baumgarten construc- 
tion. 

In Russia the change progresses very slowly, and the 
breech-loaders, altered after the model of Carle, are, ac- 
cording to the latest news, only in the hands of the 
Guard. Berdan is contemplated as a new model, and of 
these 50,000 are said to be in readiness. Only the North 
German Confederation, with Baden and Wurtemberg, is 
at present completely supplied with breech-loaders, and | 
then come France and England. All the other States | 
ere more or less behindhand in this respect. At present | 
the needle-system preponderates, as four great states and 
several of the smaller have adopted it. With respect to 
field artillery, but few important changes occurred in the 
course of last year. For the most part the systems 
adopted have merely been developed and carried out. 
England alone has adopted a new plan by abandoning 
the breech-loading Armstrongs for the muzzle-loading 
seven, eight, and nine-pounders of Whitworth. The 
smooth-bore has been almost universally abandoned, ex- 
cept by America, which retains smooth-bore twelve-poun- 
ders, and perhaps by Spain. Northern and Southern 
Germany have the same system and calibre breech-load- 
ing four and six-pounders. Belgium most closely resem- 
bles them in this respect. Revolving cannon, mitrail- 
leuses, and other similar instruments have been almost 
universally experimented upon, with excellent results as 
far as short and middle distances are concerned. Great 
value is attributed to them in the defence of defiles and 
trenches, but they have been nowhere adopted except in 
France, where they are to be used in the field. 

With regard to heavy artillery, the chief interest is 
excited by the question of iron plating. After the Eng- 
lish experiments it may be considered as certain that the 
smooth-bore used in America, in spite of any possible 
increase of calibre, is inferior to the rifle-bore in its effect 
onsucharmor. The English experiments on plated land 
fortresses were highly interesting, as they show that, 
under favorable circumstances, tweive-pounders are equal 
to attacking the strongest plating. At present the sides 
of ships covered with eight or nine-inch plates, like those 
of the English Hercules, are no protection against the 
heavy artillery now on trial. While the English tubes 
are formed of wrought iron, France and Sweden use 
cast iron, and Prussia, Russia, and Belgium, cast steel. 











As meterial for projectiles use is made of cast stee] and 

hard cast iron prepared in England by Palliser, and in| 
Germany by Gruson. That cast in Germany most closely | 
approaches cast steel, as the balls made of it penetrate 
the plating without being broken, as those of Palliser 
are. The chief advantage of hard cast iron is its great 
cheapness when compared with steel. An important 
problem with respect to siege trains, and those intended 
for the defence of fortifications, is the placing of the 
guns behind earth-works, so that the men that serve 
them may be covered, without the range being obstrucied 
or narrowed. The Prussian system is inferior to the 
English one in this respect, but Mr. Moncrief attains his 
end by means of a complex mechanical arrangement, 
and ata far greater expense. The prismatic powder is 
now much used for heavy artillery. In conclusion, 
attention is called to the fact that, in spite of all activity 
and all endeavors after perfection, we are still far from 
having brought the matter to a definite conclusion. It 
is true that time and circumstance often force us to 
make a choice, but we have not yet attained a point from 
which the end can be seen. 





ENDURANCE OF THE WOOLWICH GUN. 


SoME time ago four guns were made to try four dif- 
ferent systems of construction: 1. The old Armstrong 
pattern; 2. Fraser’s modified Armstrong, with steel 
tube 3in. thick, and over it one mass of wrought iron, 
coiled and welded; 8. Fraser’s also, but with a steel 
tube only 2in. thick, the wrought iron exterior being in 
two parts, the outer shrunk over the inner; 4. Palliser’s 
heavy gun with coiled inner tube and castiron cast 
over the exterior. About 600 rounds were fired with 





each, and they remained sound, except the Palliser, 
which was cracked in the tube near the muzzle. There 
the experiments ceased for a time, but they are now in 
progress again. The guns are all of 9in. calibre. The 
Fraser gun, with thin steel tube, has lately been fired 
another 500 rounds with battering charges, and re- 
mains perfectly serviceable. The test which it has hith- 
erto endured is as follows: First 400 rounds with 30lb. 
charges, the vent being at the rear of the charge; then 
200 rounds with battering charges of 43lb. At this stage 
the gun was wanted for experiments at Shoeburyness, 
and was re-vented fur the purpose. There it was fired 
14 times with 43lb. charges. Before continuing the test 
it was decided to do so with the vent in the service po- 
sition. The gun was accordingly turned round and vent- 
ed in its previous lower side. ithas just completed its. 
third series—500 rounds, this time’all with 431b. batter- 
ing charges. From the commencement the projectiles 
have always weighed 250\b., the service weight. The 
gun has, therefore, fired upto this time 400 rounds with 
301b. charges and 2501b. projectiles, and 714rounds with 
full battering charges of 43ib. Eaglisia large-grain can- 
non powder. This makes about 19 tons of powder and 
124} tonsof shot. The steel tube is worn at the seat of 
the shot, but remains in excellent condition for firing. 
We know of no gun either English or foreign, of equal 
size, which has endured so severe a test. Indeed, it may 
be said that no piece of heavy ordnance is ever likely 
to be called upon to stand such an extraordinary trial 
on real service—certainly not inone war. An Armstrong 
gun of the Elswick pattern has fired a larger num- 
ber of rounds, but notso many with battering charges 
of powder. We shall watch with much interest the fur- 
ther trials of these four guns—the representativesof En- 








glish designs and manufacturing —London Times.

Tancrr Companizs.—We promised, last week, in discussing a 
eognate subject, to pay our respects very soon to target companies, 
and now let the performance tread close on the heels of the promise. 

To treat target companies fairly and justly, it would be necessary, 
probably, to discuss two sorts of organizations—one, the ideal, theo- 

Stic and imaginative body, wnat we may, perhaps, call “ the tar- 
gvt company of tne future,” and the other, the practical, existing 
ody, or, what we must style “the target company of the pres- 
ent.” Itis of this latter we shall chiefly speak; and, while admit- 
ing the grand possibilities open to the ideal organization, we shal 
not be blind to the gross defects pertaining to the actual organiza- 
ion. 

Indeed, to come to the point at once, target companies, as at pres- 
ent constituted, have no title to be considered as military organiza- 
tions at all; they are social, or athletic, or gymnastic, or sportive as_ 

ociations, if you will, but they are not military bodics. Whoever, 

oining one of them, imagines that he adds anything to the military 
taple of the country, is greatly deceived. True it is that their lead” 
ng exercise—rifle practice—and their natural concomitant habitua- 
tion wo the use of armse—do tend toward familiarizing citizens with 
andling weap of def , and in that sense they may be raid to 
lay a sort of part—a very slight one at best—in the problem of na- 
tional or civic defence. 

But, rightly speaking, they are not military bodies. What goes to 
the making up of these latter? Is it drill?--the target companies 
have none worth speaking of. Is it discipline?—they have none at 
all. Is it mutual customs of command and obedience? is it a weil 
established system of rank and authority? is it organization un- 
der State Jaws, with State regulations for conduct and employment? 
is it the rendering of public services, of escort, or parade, or guard, 
duty, or garrison, or the repression of civic disorders, or the watching 
over public property, or campaigning in the State or in the Armies of 
the Union !—whatever, in short, of the distinctive tests we app'y, as 
eharacterizing our military bodies, these do not hold regarding the 
target companies. And thus we see how bodies may be organized 
under the laws of the State, for the purpose of bearing and using 
arms, and yet have no claim to the title of military forces. 

Hitherto we have spoken of target companies at their best; but 
we must epeak of them also at their worst. At théir worst, the 
pocket-pistol plays the mort conspicuous part in their combats, is 
the deadliest weapon, does the most execution. The ring-streaked 
target borue aloft at the tail of the straggling procession that wenda 
ite way through the streets at early morning,is, compared with this, 
asmall affair, More taps are made in the orb of the beer-barrel than 
in the disk of the target, more reliance placed on sardines and sour- 
kraut than on powder and ball. The powder most important is 
powdered sugar fur punches; the balls, force-meat balls in the 
soup; the target docs not get such a peppering as the salad ; in short, 
the culinary : urpasses the military in those organizations, the social 
the soldiery. Often they are mere ward clubs gathered for personal 
or political purposes ; oftener, a union of the employes of a great hat 
factory or machine shop ; and in hardly any case does their ostensi- 
ble purpose prove to be theirreal one. Ifthis be a harsh judgment 
of two or three of the best of these myriad organizations, we think 
we have been complimentary as regards the average. 

But we shall be asked, are not these organizations, whose motto, 
as in the parody on Offenbach’s opera, is not le sabre but the “ cheese 
krife”’—are they not simpiy neutral as regards the militia of the 
eountry, doing neither harm nor good? Under some,circumstances, 
this might be true. But just now the numbers'of the National 
Guard are so small, owing to the reaction from the war, that any or- 
ganizations which either throw discredit on it in the hasty view o¢ 
the unreflecting, or which attruct material away from it, should be 
diecountenanced. To our own judgment these outside semi-military 
clubs do not exert any appreciable influence against the permanent 
growth and prosperity of the militia. However, so faras that influ 
ence is exerted ata!l, and so far as there may be any elements in them 
which could be better employed in organizations designed not merely 
for private enjoyment but for public service, they are hurtful. Mean- 
while, since fas estab hos’e doceri, we may well try to introduce 
whatever attiaction of target practice (though not with pocket side- 
arms), these associations have, into the real militia service. 

Twentr-sscoxp Reciment.—Colonel Wm. W. Remmey has

The regimental band, under leadership of Grafulla, 
was in attendance, and the affair terminated in a most pleasant man, 
ner. 

The Court of Appeals, at Albany, has, during the last 
week, made two important decisions in cases affecting the 
National Guard, and which originated in the Second Division. 
In the case of “The people against Molineux” is the quo war- 
ranto case—involving the question whether Governor Fenton had 
the right to appoint a major-general during the recess of the Senate 
the Court has uvanimousiy affirmed the ruling of Judge Gilbert, 
that the Governor had not the right to appoint. The second case of 
“The people against Sheriff Campbell” decides that 2 member of 
the Fourteenth regiment while awaiting orders fer service in May, 
1861, was not subject to arrest on civil piocess—thus reversing the 
order of the City Court.

Tae Armory Bitt.— The following is the text of the act now 
before the Assembly to provide sites for armories for the Seventh 
and Seventy-first regiments of the National Guard of the State of 
New York: 

Section 1. The field officers of the Seventh regiment of the Na- 
tional Guard of the State of New York, acting for and in behalf of 
said regiment, are hereby authorized to select as a site for an armory 
the north half of the property known as Reservoir squ :re, situated 
between Forty-second and Fortieth streets, Sixth avenue and the 
Croton reservoir, in the City of New York, and the field officers of 
the Seventy-lirst regiment of the National Guard of the State of 
New York, acting for and in behalf of said regiment, are hereby 
authorized to select as a site for an armory the south half of said 
Reservoir square. 

Sec. 2. The Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of the City of 
New York are hereby authorized and empowered, at any time after 
the passage of this act, upon application of the field officers of the 
Seventh regiment, to set apart and appropriate to the usc of said 
regiment for military purposes the north half of Reservoir square, 
and upon application of the field officers of the Seventy-firet regi- 
ment, to set apart and appropriate to the use of tie said regiment for 
military purposes the south halt of said square. Whenever the said 
commissioners shall so set apart and appropriate said Reservoir 
square, the field officers of the Seventh regiment, acting for and in 
behalf of the regiment, are hereby authorized at any time thereafter 
to enter upon and take possession of and have the sole and exclusive 
use of the north haf of said square, and the field officers of the 
Seventy-first regiment, acting for and in behalf of the regiment, are 
authorized at any time thereafter to enter upon, take possession of, 
and have the sole and exclusive use of the south half of said square ; 
and the said field officers of said regiments are authorized. to erect 
and maintain upon the portions of said square aypropriated to said 
regiments respectively such buildings as may be necessary and 
proper for the use, accommodation, drill and exercise of the said 
regiments respectively, for the transaction of the regimental and 
company business, and the protection and preservation of the ars, 
uniforms, books and other regimental and company property. After 
the passage of this act said Reservoir square shall not be sold, leased, 
or otherwise incumbered, unless such disposition thereof is expressly 
authorized by some law hereafter passed. This act sinall take effect 
immediately.

uppronounceable, misunderstandable titles, produced in Eng* 
land during the Christmas holidays,—a burlesque and pantomime 
combined; and, as a commencement, the management of Wood's 
Museum have arranged for the importation, at the close of the pres- 
eut engagement of Miss Marriott, of a company of English panto- 
mimists, a ballet, and burlesque troupe, including the English celeb- 
rities Marion Taylor, Marie Longmore, and Messrs. Irving and 
Searle, besides Charley Abbott, the English Grimaldi. The principal 
scenery, propertics and costumes, will be imported for the occasion, 
and will include two transformation scenes, one of which will suc- 
ceed the prologue and the other conclude the piece. The ballet will 
be of the grotesque order, and will be assisted by the well-known 
Kiralfy troupe, the whole entertainment to be under the superintend- 
ence of Mercer H. Simpson, Esq., late manager of the Birmingham 
Theatre Royal.
